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Liberal Democrats 
Hold Convention 

Over 1,200 Democrats from the 
largest group within the Democratic 
Party, the California Democratic 
Council of Democratic Clubs (CDC) 
held their 24th Annual Convention in 
Los Angeles at the Hilton downtown 
this past weekend. 

With 116 gay delegates in atten¬ 
dance, compared to 6 gay delegates in 
1972, the CDC went on to endorse 
anti-war activist Tom Hayden as their 
choice for U.S. Senator, and Fred 
Harris won the nomination for President 
of the U.S. 

It was the first time that the CDC 
has ever endorsed anyone for 
President. Governor Jerry Brown, 
Senator John Tunney, Mayor Tom 
Bradley, Congressman George Brown, 
Assemblyman Larry Kapiloff, Tom 
Hayden and many others spoke to the 
delegates. 

The gay rights plank here, was 


adopted without dissent. It was pre¬ 
pared by the Stonewall Democratic 
Club of Los Angeles. 

The Democratic Party affirms 
the right of all persons to define and 
express their own sexuality and/or 
affectional preference, and to choose 
any lifestyle that does not infringe upon 
the rights of others. We pledge an end 
to all social, economic, legal and 
psychological oppression of gay people. 

The Democratic Party encour¬ 
ages qualified gay people to seek office 
within the party, and encourages 
qualified gay women and men to seek 
public office. 

Therefore, the Democratic 
Party endorses: 

1. Passage of the Equal Rights 
Ammendment. 

2. Passage of civil rights legislation to 
prohibit discrimination against gay 
people in the areas of housing, 
employment, public accommodation 
and public services. 

3. An end to the systematic exclusion 
of gay women and men from the armed 
forces. We further call for the upgrading 


of less than fully honorable discharge for 
reasons of homosexuality to the level of 
fully honorable, with retroactive 
benefits. 

4. Prohibition of discrimination 
against gay women and men, in hiring, 
promoting and otherwise, in the federal 
civil service. 

5. An end to the denial of security 
clearances, at all levels, based upon 
sexual orientation and/or affectional 
preference. 

6. Elimination of tax inequities 
victimizing single persons and same- 
gender couples. 

7. Elimination of bars to the entry, 
immigration and naturalization of gay 
female and male aliens. 

8. Inclusion of prohibitions against 
discrimination directed toward gay 
women and men in all contracts 
between agencies of the United States 
government and their contractors. 

9. Legislation banning the compiling, 
maintenace and/or dissemination of 
information on the sexual orientation 
and/or affectual preference of an 
individual, for dossiers and data banks, 


and directing the immediate destruction 
of all such existing data. 

10. The establishment of an Office on 
Gay Awareness, under the auspices of 
the Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare. It would be the mission of 
said Office tp recruit qualified gay 
women and men, under the civil 
service, to conduct Gay Awareness 
Workshops within all federal govern¬ 
ment agencies, and thereby commence 
the eradication of homophobia — the 
unwarranted and unreasonable fear of 
homosexuality. 

11. the immediate addition of gay 
women and men to the Federal Civil 
Rights Commission. 

12. Funding for qualified gay social 
service agencies. 

13. A policy change in the Depart¬ 
ment of Housing and Urban Develop¬ 
ment, encouraging all persons to 
choose housing and living arrange¬ 
ments in accordance with their own 
preferences, and ending discrimination 
against gay epople who reside in public 
housing projects, seek federally 
guaranteed housing loans, and in all 
other areas under HUD’s jurisdiction. 

14. Legislation to enable persons 
covered by Social Security and/or 
benefits provided by any and all federal 
pension programs to designate whom¬ 
ever they so choose to receive 
unexpended benefits in the event of 
their death. 

15. An end to the National Parole 
Board requirement that, as a condition 
of parole, gay women and men 
associate only with persons not of their 
sexual preference. 


Transsexual Sues 
Bank of America 

On February 24th, Robert “Helen” 
Hazleton filed a suit through his 
attorney, Dick Gayer, for $799,250 in 
Superior Court against the bank for 
false arrest and imprinsonment, and the 
resulting physical and mental pain and 
suffering that he has gone through as a 
result of the arrest, jail and trial, in 
which the charges brought against him 
were dismissed. 

Hazelton was arrested on October 
29, 1975 at the Bank of America’s Van 
Ness and Market branch, by part-time 
teller Donald Merkley, who is a member 
of the San Francisco Police Dept, and 
“moonlights” as a teller at the bank, (he 
makes nearly $20,000 a year as a police 
officer). 

Donald Merkley claims that 
Hazelton, who was wearing his normal 
apparel, feminine clothing, i.e., pants 
suit, blonde hair piece, shows. Merkley 
claims that Hazelton “fell asleep at the 
counter (at the bank) and babbled that 
he had just had a shot, and had fresh 
needle marks on his arms.” In reality, 
Hazelton had just had his regular 
morning treatment of Methadone at the 
Ivy St. Clinic, and his thickened skin 
coupled with the lack of accessbible 
veins in his arms (the result of 30 years 
of heroin addiction), make injection of 
anything into his bloodstream via his 
arms impossible. Furthermore, a sub¬ 
sequent urine test at the Clinic showed 
the complete absence of amphet¬ 
amines, barbituates and heroin der¬ 
ivatives. As might be obvious, all 
criminal chrages against Hazelton have 
been dismissed. 

Hazelton, now 55, had consider¬ 
able difficulty getting into the Meth¬ 
adone program, but was accepted 
after he sought the assistance of the 
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helping Hands Services Drug Abuse 
Prevention & Education Program under 
the direction of Rev. Raymond 
Broshears, who intervened on his 
behalf and he was then accepted. Rev. 
Broshears appeared at the press 
conference held outside of the Bank of 
America Bldg., along with Hazelton and 
attorney gayer, which was televised by 
KPIX TV, Ch. 5, and given good 
coverage in the Chronicle the next 
morning. 

The arrest of Hazelton jeopardized 
his continued treatment in the 
Methadone program, as the former DA 
Ferdon tried, unsuccessfully, to revoke 
his probation for a previous drug charge 
dating some years or so back, and put 
Hazelton into state prison. 

It was only through the efforts of 
the Public Defender and Nurse Bobi 
Carter, R.N., and others at the 
Methadone clinic that disaster was 
averted and the mental duress relieved 
in January of this year. 

Hazelton now seeks damages for 
the anguish and suffering that he has 
gone through as a result of this arrest by 
a membr of the S.F. Police Dept, 
working as a part-time teller at the 
BofA. 

Gayer told B.A.R. that he hoped 
this suit would deter the Bank of 
America and others, from such discrim¬ 
inatory conduct in the future. 

The right of Hazelton and other 
transsexuals to fair treatment by bus¬ 
iness establishments is also supported 
by Helping Hands Services, GLA, 
BAGL and the law...see Unruh Civil 
Rights Act, Civil Code Sections 51 and 
52.

former staffmember of the Helping 
Hands Services.

“mind prison” for a long time. First of 
all, knowing that I was Gay and yet not 
wanting to let my family or friends know 
the real feelings that I hid within myself. 

I have been incarcerated in a state 
hospital for the past year, and I have 


finally brought myself out of my mind 
prison. I have started bringing out the 
feelings that I hid for so long, and began 
to feel a pride within myself that I had 
never known before. 

My second breakthrough came 
when I started letting the right-on 
people know my real gut-level feelings. 
For years I felt that I had to hide the 
feelings about myself being Gay, 
because no one would understand them 
or me, but I found that just the opposite 
is true. In fact, I began to see that when I 
let the right-on people know about my 
feelings, that they were very under¬ 
standing and that this understanding 
was beginning to make me feel good 
about myself. 

My third breakthrough came with 
the help of a friend. He has been 
incarcerated here with me for the past 
seven (7) months. We have a close 
relationship, and we plan to live 
together when we return to society. 

My fourth breakthrough came 
when my parents found out about our 
plans. I had thought at first they would 
try to talke me out of this relationship 


and this was the reason that I had not 
told them about our plans, but I found 
that just the opposite was true, in fact 
when I did tell them, their first words to 
me were: “If this will make you happy, 
we will accept you, even though we 
don’t understand you.” 

So now after all of the trials and 
tribulations of my life, I finally know the 
real meaning of Gay Pride. Now instead 
of hiding my homosexual feelings I can 
say that I am Gay and I am proud.

The Family Lobby 
“Pervert” Haters 
Exposed 

The anti-gay crusaders are at it 
again, convinced that* homosexuality — 
which has been around since the 
beginning of time — will somehow 
destroy the world, not to mention 
Walnut Creek! This time around they 
call themselves, The Family Lobby. 
These are the same self-rightous 
fundamentalist Christians who in 1975 
were the Coalition of Christian Citizens. 

Eighty Christian bookstores across 
the state are now distributing petitions, 


which when completed may produce 
312, 404 valid signatures. That is what 
is needed by May 3 in order to place on 
the November ballot a proposition that, 
if approved by the voters, would again 
make private, consentual sex between 
adults illegal. The bill which legalized 
oral and anal copulation (AB-489) 
became law on January 1 after being 
carried in the Assembly by Willie Brown 
and in the Senate by George Moscone. 

The major effort of the Family 
Lobby will be in rural, small-town 
counties, inland farm areas and small 
coastal towns. Many people in these 
areas play close attention to the local 
police chiefs hnd mayors and ignore the 
officials in the “sinful” city. For 
example, Sheriff Tom Kelly of Trinity 
County believes the legalizing private 
sex points to an “outright degradation of 
morals” that will not be tolerated by 
“grass root American citizens.” He says 
that the Family Lobby must “arouse the 
silent majority and appeal to their better 
judgement to turn around the present 


course of the demise of ‘the girl next 
door’ and ‘Jack Armstrong, the All 
American Boy’.” He is convinced that 
citizens must sign the peitiion in order to 
“fight for right and decency . . . things 
our country was founded on and that 
the American people have built pride in 
for two centuries.” 

Although the propgsed initiative 
petition is titled “Sexual offenses” -by 
the State the Family Lobbypeople have 
labelled it the “Public Decency Initia¬ 
tive.” The state coordinator for the 
Lobby is Attorney Robert Sassone of 
Santa Ana. His treasurer is Marilyn 
Afeldt of Fresno. Three other attorneys 
head the effort: James Clancy of Sun 
Valley, John Cormack of West Los 
Angeles and David Depew of 
Alhambra. 

Sassone is active in Pro-Life, an 
anti-abortion group, while Depew is an 
attorney for the Women’s Christian 
Temperance Union. It is Depew who 
headed the Christian Coalition petition 
effort last year in the Los Anqeles area. 


He publishes, with his mother’s help, an 
anti-gay, anti-alcohol newspaper. 

Locally, the peititons and the 
Family Lobby newsletter are available at 
two San Francisco locations — The 
Western Christian Bookstore, 131 
Franklin St., and the Christian General 
Store, 551 Taraval. In Marin, the effort 
is being launched from two Christian 
general stores, 2130 4th St., San 
Rafael, and 972 2nd Ave., Novato. 
Alameda County petitioners are work¬ 
ing out of the Western Christian 
Bookstore, 1618 Franklin St., in 
Oakland, and the Bible Bookstore at 
4071 Fremont Hub in Fremont and the 
Bible Bookstore, 2281 Foothille Blvd., 
Hayward. Palo Also has the Newton 
Christian Bookstore at 320 California 
and Family Lobby News may be also 
obtained from many Christian book¬ 
stores in San Jose, including Newton’s 
at 1559 Meridian. In Daly City the 
anti-gay effort comes from the Western 
Christian Bookstore at 2386 Junipero 
Serra. 

Bay Area locations for the 
petitioning effort are significant but the 
real effort is in counties and small cities 
that few Californians can locate on a 
map such as Mendota, Irwindale, 
Seaside, St. Helena and Turlock. The 
police chief of Mendota, like many 
other city-county officials, ignores the 
constitutional separation of church and 
state by quoting Biblical scripture on city 
stationery to support his contention that 
passage of the Brown bill “hurt us, by 
lowering our moral laws.” He claims 
that “we will be praying that our Lord 
will hear the Family Lobby’s efforts and 
convince through hearts the change in 
this outrageous law . . .” Chief police 
James Provenza of Irwindale concludes 
that “the passage of the Brown bill will 
bring about legalized prostitution by 
1977!” 

Fear of a new “Sodom and 
Gommorah” is rampant in communities 
like Seaside where thg mayor, B.J. 
Dolan, says that “the common decency 
and moral fibers of our families are 
being challenged, eroded and require a 
direct attack to eliminate the adverse of 
results of AB-489.” Mayor Greta 
Ericson of St. Helena agrees and calls 
the legislation of private sex acts 
“disastrous.” Temple City’s mayor 
Louis Gilbertson calied private sexual 
freedom “human pollution” and “a 
piece of ridiculous legislation tht will be 
rejected by the vast majority of our 
citizens who decry the adverse moral 
trends in our Country.” In Pacific 
Grove, city council member Thomas 
Drakes says that AB-489 is legalized 
amorality. He dismisses the gay lobby¬ 
ing effort as the work of “loud spoken 
minority who would subvert the concept 
of family life as the basis for the most 
successful human relationships.” 
Drakes is convinced that “this trend 
increases crime and encourages a 
“breakdown in moral and ethnical 
concepts.” 

In nearby Turlock (“Watermelon 
Capitol of the World!”), mayor E.S. 
Christoffersen is vocal in quoting 
scripture to justify his contention that 
homosexuality is “against nature” and 
“the work of the devil.” 

Using the old Christian Coalition 
mailing lists, Attorney Sassone is 
mailing out petitions and his Family 
Lobby News. Although Sassone insists 
that with Family Lobby “the main issue 
is not homosexuality” almost all of its 
literature is anti-gay. Sassone says that 
the real issue is ‘’public decency” but he 
stresses that the new sex legislation 
allows “public school teachers to 
perform in private sex orgies and still 




















continue teaching in school.” He also 
attempts to inflame readers of the 
Family Lobby News by writing that “sex 
perverts and child molesters” may now 
be hired as policemen and serve as 
scout leaders.” What he does not say is 
that there are some gay policemen and 
scout masters — with or without 
Brown’s successful legislation. Sassone 
further confuses the issue by inferring 
that prostitutes and pornographers 
nowhave a “green light.” In fact, the 
Brown bill did not effect these pro¬ 
hibitions in any way. 


of a bill that would have extended the 
state fair employment act to include 
non-discrimination against gay people. 
A Lobby publication asserts that “sex 
perverts feel that California legislature 
can be used to pass legislation to force 
all employers to hire — and not to be 
able to fire — homosexuals and other 
perverts.” The Foran bill failed and will 
be re-introduced in another form in 
1976. 

The Family Lobby is also well 
aware of gay activist George Raya, who 
was instrumental in the passage of the 
Brown Bill. It calls him the “lobbyist for 



There is considerable anti-gay 
literature available for those who enjoy 
reading it. Sassone mails out a reading 
and tape-recording list and ✓ such 
material can be ordered from Good 
Neighbors, Box 73, Clovis, Calif. It 
includes “Joy” — a hardbound book by 
singer Pat Boone about a young 
Lesbian who gave up sex for Jesus; and 
analysis of how homosexuals use the 
worship of Satan to seduce young 
atheists — “Hell on Earth” by Rev. Bob 
Larson; and a colorful anaylsis of “The 
Gay Church” in which the writer claims 
that the Metropolitan Community 
Church follows the Pentecostal faith, 
“speaking in tongues and performing 
physical healings.” Tapes available 
($5.50) each include your choice of 
three “scripture” attacks on homo¬ 
sexuality — Christian View, Straight 
Answers and Homosexual Arguments. 

One of the major problems faced 
by the Family Lobby is that it is 
attempting to use evangelical and 
fundamentalist churches to circulate 
petitions. Strict requirements by the 
federal and state governemnt state that 
churches remain non-political in order 
to retain their tax-exempt status. 
Attorney Sassone attempts to circum¬ 
vent this requirement by dealing with 
ministers as “citizens.” The^ Christian 
Coaltition attempted the same thing in 
1975 but ran into fearful ministers who 
saw their tax exemptions being chal¬ 
lenged by a San Francisco-based gay 
group, The California Committee for 
Equal Rights. Sassone knows of the 
Equal Rights group, headed by activist 
Paul Hardman. 

In its spare time, Family Lobby has 
found time to attack Assemblyman 
John Foran (D - SF) for his introduction 


sodomites” and indirectly credits him 
and other urban gay activists with 
having considerable influence in 
Sacramento. 

When not publishing anti-gay 
pamphlets and books and recording 
“hate” tapes, the self-righteous funda¬ 
mentalists are publishing comic books. 
This allows them to reach the very 
young and those who like cartoons with 
messages. The most blatantly anti-gay is 
The Gay Blade” which has a sketch of a 
swishy looking, limp-wristed male on 
the cover. It is 24 pages and cSn be 
purchased for only six cents from the 
Christian bookstore at 131 Franklin St., 
San Francisco. 

“Gay Blade” depicts two males

being doused with rice. Angry shouting 
gay activists are shown in a mob — 
demanding their rights. Cartoons also 
portray a Lesbian, speaking to a large 
crowd, and several sketches that depict 
how homosexual activity allegedly 
destroyed Sodom and Gommorah. The 
commentary is partly accurate: “Their 
power structure is widespread. They 
occupy all kinds of jobs. Their identity 
for the most part is carefully hidden. 
Some have been reported to be in high 
government positions. Homosexualks 
are invited to speak at clubs and 
religious meetings. They cry for equal 
rights — boasting that homosexuality is 
normal, healthy, a desirable form of 
sexual outlet.” The comic book con¬ 
cludes on how “tragic” the homosexual 
is and how he and she can escape from 
that “tragedy” through accepting Jesus. 
(MCC has an excellent pamphlet that 
refutes this “scriptural” basis for anti¬ 
homosexuality) . 

Sassone sent literature to his 
reporter which stated that “probably 
50% of all suicides and homocides in 
the big cities can be attributed to 
homosexuality.” This blatant lie was 
refuted by Suicide Prevention in San 
Francisco, which says that less than one 
out of ten of its calls are from 
homosexuals and that the 50% figure is 
“preposterous.” Gay-related homicides 
are less than one out of ten in San 
Francisco, which has a high ratio of 
homosexuals in its population. 

Obvious facts do not bother the 
Family Lobby people. They go ahead 
with a claim that “the greatest threat that 
homosexuals impose on our society is 
the seduction of children.” All recent 
research literature on this subject clearly 
indicates that child molestation usually 
comes from close family friends and 
relatives — overwhelmingly hetero¬ 
sexual. 

Attorney Sassone evidently sees 
no moral wrong in sending out 
material which uses material from a 
Dr. Daniel Cappon, “Canadian psy¬ 
chiatrist.” Cappon says that homo¬ 
sexuals are “heavy into the drug scene 
in many cases, and degenerate too 
often into sado-masochism and are 
extremely vicious with one another.” 
He further concludes that “homo¬ 
sexuality is not a mental illness, but is a 
moral issue. It is a spiritual illness.” That 
such statements could come from a 
“psychiatrist” is almost inconceivable. 


Family Lobby literature also uses a 
religious writer, David Wilkerson, to 
relate that he allegedly met three girls in 
“a Southern city” who related that after 
reading homosexual literature in a 
bookstore they had become gay. The 
implication is that a person can change 
his or her lifestyle merely by reading. 
Few psychologists would agree with that 
contention. 

The fearful anti-gay, small-town 
fundamentalist Christians are now at 
work in Glenn, Mariposa, San Benito, 
Plumas and Del Norte — counties that 
are only vague names to Big City 
dwellers. They are circulating the 
petitions that could result in a 
November ballot proposition. Gay 
activists are in agreement that it will take 
a considerable amount of money to 
defeat an anti-gay measure, if it gets on 
the ballot. People, even “liberals” are 
not prone to vote against “morality.” 
Whether the Family Lobby can muster 
the support they need, is debatable. 
They had six weeks to get enough valid 
signatures last year. This year they have 
three months to do it. 

It appears that there is nothing gay 
activists can do to stop the Family 
Lobby effort, accept to challenge the 
tax-exempt status of some involved 
churchs. Patiently, gay people will have 
to wait until May to see if the Family 
Lobby was successful. Will the right to 
enjoy sex in private - legally - be taken 
away by self-righteous Christian 
fundamentalists?

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Viral Hepatitis 
Type A 

Viral hepatitis continues to rise in 
incidence in San Francisco, in contrast 
with the State of California. The state¬ 
wide case totals remained about the 
same in 1974-75 (approx. 8,800 and 
9,300 respectively). However, the San 
Francisco totals increased from approx¬ 
imately 600 reported cases in 1974 to 
900 cases in 1975, and after only two 
months in 1976, the tall has reached 
approximately 215 cases. 

Two types of viral hepatitis are 
recognized at this time, although there 
seem possibly to be other types not yet 
identified. Type A was formerly called 
“infectious” hepatitis and Type B was 
“serum” hepatitis. Type A usually 
occurs about twice as frequently as 


Type B. Only Type B can be definitely 
identified by a laboratory test at this 
time, the hepatitis-associated antigen 
test (H.A.A. test). An infected patient 
may be able to pass either virus to a 
contact as long as a week before the 
patient even feels any symptoms of 
illness. The following, on Type A, is the 
first of a two-part outline of information 
important in the effort to diminish 
person-to-person transmission of the 
hepatitis virus. The second part will 
appear in the next weekly bulletin. 

The Type A virus is most com¬ 
monly food-transmitted: the patient 
contaminates his or her hands with the 
virus from feces or urine and then 
carries the virus by way of the hands to 
food or drink which is swalloed by a 
contact. The contact may develop 
symptoms of the disease in approxi¬ 
mately two to seven weeks., The 
infection may also be passed directly 
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from the patient to contact in oralsexual 
or other intimate person-to-person 
household contact. If the contact is 
given a proper dose of human gamma 
globulin in less than 10-14 days after 
being infected, (preferably as soon as 
possible), the disease and its symptoms 
may be prevented. However, the 
contact may still have the virus in the 
blood-stream and be able to infect 
others. 

Symptoms of Type A hepatitis may 
vary from mild to severe; they generally 
resemble an influenza-type infection 
with fever, aches, pains, headache, 
perhaps vomiting, diarrhea and 
cramping. In a later stage, some days 
after the onset, jaundice may develop in„ 
about 50-60% of the cases (dark urine, 
pale stool and yellow color in the white 
portion of the eyes). Treatment must be 
prescribed by a physician, although a 
mild form of the disease may require no 
more than bed-rest and simple home 
nursing procedures. 

Women’s Tribunal 

As part of the Bay Area’s^ 
recognition of International Women’s 
Day7 local feminists are sponsoring a 
Tribunal on Crimes Against Women. 
Personal testimonies and workshops are 
scheduled for Saturday, March 6th, 
from noon until 5:30 pm, at the 
Benjamin Franklin School (Scott and 
Geary). 

The aim of the Tribunal is: 1) to 
focus public attention on lifestyles and 
institutions which create and perpetuate 
the crimes against women as a class and 
2) to demand changes in public 
priorities, policies and practices. 

Personal testimony will include 
sexual crimes (rape, incest, “snuff” 
films), medical crimes (forced steril¬ 
ization, unneccesary surgery, shock 
therapy), legal crimes (wife beating), 
economic crimes (lower pay, welfare), 
etc. and these will be followed by 
solution workshops. After the work¬ 
shops conclude, women will symbol¬ 
ically reclaim the streets by marching to 
City Hall (bripg your own flashlight) in 
memory of millions of sisters who have 
been brutalized.

DA Warns 
Pharmacist to Post 
Drug Prices 

Pharmacists had better post their 
prices on commonly prescribed drugs, 
D.A. Joseph Freitas, Jr., warned today. 
In a letter sent to certain San Francisco 
pharmacies, the District Attorney 
warned that pharmacists who do not 
comply with the law will face a 
maximum sentence of six months 
imprisonment and $500 fine. 

“We have been informed by the 
State Board of Pharmacy that certain 
pharmacies are not complying with 
the law,” Freitas said. “This law was 
designed to protect all consumers, 
particularly elderly and infirm people; 
we intend to enforce it fairly, but fully 
and vigorously. Pharmacists who 
choose not to comply cannot say that 
they have not been warned.” 

Freitas commended the profes¬ 
sionalism and cooperation of most 
pharmacies in their cooperation with the 
law re quiring the conspicious posting of 
drug prices. He said that it was most 
unfortunate that the minority who were 


not complying with the law were 
darkening the reputation of the majority 
of ethical and honest pharmacists.

The Rising Son collective will 
present poetry night, the second in a 
series of three benefit cultural events on 
Monday, March 8. Local poets Mark 
Weiaman, Tode Matthews, Jon Hertz- 
stam, Stanley Rutherford, and March 
Huestis will read their work at the Blue 
Dolphin, 3819 17th St., near Sanchez 
in San Francisco. 

The Rising Son is a collective of 
gay men who plan to open a non-profit 
community coffeehouse and cultural 
center in the Castro area.

Gay Health Board 
Elections

_ FIND ING THE ANSWERS 

Tornado Down 
At The VD Clinic 


The formation of a Gay Health 
Board to advise the city’s Health 
Department of our needs has been 
unfortunately mixed into the attempt of 
four gay VD assistants to get their jobs 
back at the VD Clinic. Both sides of the 
VD conflict have been lax in resolving 
the problem. Public Health Director Dr. 
Francis Curry and Dr. Erwin Braff, 
Disease Control Director, agreed that 
the election of a Gay Health Board 
would be a good idea but they were too 
casual in setting it up. The four 
dismissed VD employees and their allies 


were quick to fill a communications gap 
by announcing the election of the Board 
on March 7. 

Fifty people attended an organi¬ 
zational meeting at SIR Center recently 
to establish a Steering Committee 
(which anyone can belong to merely by 
showing up) to advertise and bring off 
the Sunday, March 7 election at the 
Main Library ( 1 - 5:30). Any gay 
person can vote and there are several 
sex and ethnic classifications in the 13 
person Board to keep it "representa¬ 
tive.” The literature' advertising the SIR 
meeting was widely distributed — but it 
was highly inflammatory, calling for the 
public to protest the firing of the part- 
time gay employees at the VD Clinic. 
Thus some (many?) of those involved in 


bringing off the election, are also 
involved in the Clinic conflict. This fact 
has made Health Dept, officials appre¬ 
hensive about the coming election. 
They feel they should have been 
consulted about setting up the election. 
They were “informed” of the election, 
but did not participate. 

Braff is well aware of the outcry 
that will come if the Health Dept, 
refuses to accept the elected Board, but 
this may happen. He says that Dr. 
Curry would not accept a Board that is 
“not representative of the gay com¬ 
munity” - See letter from Dr. Curry. 
Ed.) in fairness to that community. 
Curry will also be watching to see how 
many people vote — if the turn out is 
small, the Board could possibly rep¬ 
resent only a faction of the gay 
community. This could result in our 
health needs being set up with a limited 
concept in mind. The question becomes 
— will there be public hearings on gay 
health needs and what kind of 
proposals will be sent to the Health 
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Dept.? 

Much of the conflict over the VD 
Clinic’s administrator, • is about Don 
Hawkins. He is a federally financed 
head of the clinic because Curry has 
been reluctant to appoint a director. 
Curry, of out of this gay conflict, has 
now agreed to appoint such a person. 
Meanwhile, Hawkins is the “villian” in 
the conflict and maybe rightfully so. He 
pushed for the funding to set up the 
“trial” special Gay Health Project which 
hired 5 part-time gay males to test gay 
people in steam baths and bars. The 
project was to end recently, but was cut 
1 one month short by Curry, obviously on 
the recommendation of Hawkins and 
his “boss,” Braff. With the remaining 
project funds, one of the upfront gay 
workers, Frank Meyers, was hired to 
work full-time through July. 

It is obvious that Braff and Hawkins 
were unhappy with most of the workers 
in the project. Personality and pro¬ 
cedural conflicts had developed at the 
clinic between Hawkins and the project 
workers. Without getting into these 
complicated conflicts, it must be stated 
that Hawkins — who pushed for and set 
up the gay project — is being openly 
called “anti-gay” by the dismissed 
workers. We have not determined it it is 
true, but he has given the impression to 
several workers that he is abrassive and 
intolerant. Evidently, because of 
Hawkins’ great success in getting a half 
million dollars in federal funding for the 
Clinic, Braff and Curry are willing to 
accept Hawkins and not deal with his 
apparent lack of tact. 

We repeatedly asked Hawkins if he 
called gay people “faggots,” an ac¬ 
cusation made by a former clinic 
employee (not gay), Peggy Leggett. He 
said he had seen Leggett’s written 
statement accusing him of using the 
word “faggott” on two occasions. “I just 
threw it in the waste basket,” was his 
quick reply. We said that other people 
didn’t take the charge as casual as he 
did. He was asked, “Is the word ‘faggot’ 
part of your vocabulary?” and he 
replied, “What do you mean by that? 
Well, you know. Everyone has heard, 
right?” We explained that “faggot” was 
as offensive as “nigger” when it was said 
by a straight person in a negative 
manner. He agreed but did not answer 
our repeated question, “Is that word 
part of your vocabulary?” Instead, hew 
said that if he was “so anti-gay, how 
come I work so hard to increase the 
services for gay people at the clinic? We 
are here to serve the people and these 
personal attacks on me and the 
formation of different factions is inter- 
ferring with our work.” 

There is no question that the city’s 
VD Clinic is one of the most outstanding 
in the nation. It is 40% financed by 
federal funds and an estimated 70% od 
its clients a ice gay. The VD checks and 
treatments are free and information 
obtained is kept confidential. There are 
many gay workers at the clinic, not part 
of any special project, and an atmos¬ 
phere of caring and cooperation is 
evident. It is unfortunate that this 
conflict surfaced at the clinic but 
hopefully Braff and Curry will now be 
forced to do something about the clinic’s 
administration if it does involve an 
explosive personality. 

The new Gay Health Board, when 
and if it is recognized, will hopefully 
hold public hearings to determine gay 
health needs and pull away from the 
clinic conflict temporarily. If the clinic 
issue becomes an immediate concern of 
the n<£w Board, it will bring it under 
attack as being unrepresentative. This 

























would result in gay and straight people 
questioning its future effectiveness. It is 
our hope that this does not happen. We 
need night hours for health needs, a 
services switchboard — 24 hours, 
unification of our health needs in a 
central location, etc. Let us hope that 
we can now move on and allow Braff 
and Curry to resolve the clinic problem 
as a separate issue. 

Gay Health Project 
Misunderstanding 

It has come to my attention that 
there has been considerable mis¬ 
understanding of my meeting with 
former employees of the Gay Health 
Project in Feb. 6, 1976 and of my letter 
to Mayor Moscone reporting that 
meeting. 

My letter stated, “I have directed 
Dr. Erwin Braff to have the Venereal 
Disease Clinic staff contact represen¬ 
tative leaders of the Gay Community, 
and ask them to form a committee, 
which represents the entire Gay Com¬ 
munity and not a segment, to work with 
me and the Health Department to plan 
and develop a Gay Health Program, 
which will better serve the needs of the 
Gay Community, especially with re¬ 
lation to the detection, diagnosis and 
treatment of venereal disease. Also, the 
Program should include related health 
and emotional problems. Furthermore, 
the Committee should decide at their 
first meeting, how the Planning Com¬ 
mittee will function~ with the Health 
Department, to develop as rapidly as 
possible, a thorough, complete and 
comprehensive program 'plan which 
shall be submitted to the Federal 
government (HEW) for requested 
funding.” 

In other words, I requested that a 
committee of representatives of the 
entire Gay Community be formed to 
work with me and the Health Depart¬ 
ment in developing a project to extend 
and expand health services for the Gay 
Community. The Gay Community 
Advisory Board, a component of 
that project and representative of 
the entire Gay Community, it to be 
formed only after the Planning 
Committee has written the pro¬ 
posal and set up procedures 
detailed within the proposal for a 


truly democratic selection process 
with adequate advance publicity 
and supervision of that election 
process. 

At this time, I will meet only with a 
Planning Committee of the Gay 
Community that is truly representative 
and well-balanced, as I had described in 
the letter. Recommendations for 
membership op this Committee should 
be sent to me or to Dr. Erwin Braff at 
101 Grove Street.

Milk Forum

Something has been happening in 
the nation over the past decade and the 
national media has not picked up on it. 
Not too long ago our elected leaders 
were leaders. Some were good, some 
were bad, but no matter which they 
were they did lead. The FDR’s, the 
Truman’s and so on, set the tone and 
the public followed. A lot of this was 
due to their insight, knowledge or 
whatever it was that told them what the 
people wanted/needed and they tried 
to lead the national towards these 
wants/needs. 

Then something happened. The 
elected officials lost touch with the 


public and leadership gave way to 
personel power plays. Corruption of all 
types became the way of life of those in 
places of responsibility. Those elected to 
positions — on all levels — took their 
election as some sort ot pontifical 
elevation. 

Some people saw what was 
happening and reacted. Watts — to me 
— was saying “What about us? What is 
the government going to do about the 
poor? The schools? Opportunity?” Viet 
Nam was saying — to me — no longer 
will you lead us down paths without full 
disclosure. And on and on. Watergate 
said no more personal power trips and 
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corruption. And yet, out of the madness 
of it all, we still see too many elected 
officials at all levels not only not leading 
but still playing personal power trips and 
paying little attention to the needs- 
wants of the public. 

We now see all over the nation, 
groups forming with rapid strength 
because our government ignores the 
problems of the nation and can not deal 
with their own corruption. 

It is not only in the “liberal” 
confines of New York, Chicago and 
California that this is taking place. 
Recently, in Arkansas, a group of more 
than 5,000 dues paying members 
formed to initiate legislation to aid the 
elderly and fight urban decay. A 
“radical” mayor was elected in Austin, 
Texas! The list goes on. It is no longer 
isolated cases. It is a trend. As our 
governemnt fails to take on the role of 
leadership the people are forming to 
become the new leaders. (Intervention 
in Angola was prevented not because 
our Congress felt it wise not to do so, 
but because the people — not Congress 
— halted Viet Nam. 

It is happening on local levels too. 
Many elected officials still have not 
heard the message and they will 
continue to play the game as they have 
for years. But the tide is changing. 
Unless our government attacks the real 
problems that are effecting our 
economy and society, it will be the 
people — forming into organizatons — 


that will provide the necessary leader¬ 
ship. Our current group of elected 
officials still believes that if they dole out 
small grants, they can then have the 
huge state and city budgest all for 
themselves. They seem to forget just 
who pays the money into the treasury. 

It is the 

average person buying a loaf of bread 
who sees greater and greater parts of 
that price going for taxes, all down the 
line, and finding out that the ones 
benefiting are a handful of priviledged 
people. 

Our government officials have to 
change. As long as they remain isolated 
in their political castle and surround 
themselves with political groupies, they 
will remain out of touch with people. 
Misuse of elected power, on any level, 
has too often been the root cause of our 
social and economic problems. The 
people are slowly waking up to the fact 
that they — the people — do have the 
power to effect real change. If our 
elected officials won’t show real leader¬ 
ship, the people will. That’s the beauty 
of our democratic system.

AT LAST, A GAY CAUCUS IN 
THE DEMOCRATIC PARTY’S CDC. 
The 24th Annual State-wide conven¬ 
tion of the Calif. Democratic Council of 
Democratic Party Clubs, was held at the 
Hilton Hotel in Los Angeles, February 
27 thru 29. 

It was a spectacular convention to 
say the least. For the first time in the 
history of CDC State Conventions, the 
Gay Caucus made itself a major voice, 
and most of this was due to the influx of 
new gay Democratic Clubs. And quite 
to the contrary to a statement by the gay 
caucus chairperson Jim Foster, it was 
NOT due to the work of George Raya. 
It was due to many things, but the SF 
Reform Democratic Club, founded by 
Bill Beardemphl and Elmer Wilhelm, 
and the Harry S. Truman Democratic 
Club, founded by myself, sure had no 


help from Raya, just the opposite. And 
the same goes for the two new ones in 
Southern California, the Lambda Club 
and the spectacular and hardworking 
Stonewall Democratic Club, founded by 
Morris Right. 

Yes, the Stonewall Club leaders 
were the ones who worked so hard to 
put together a viable gay rights plank 
(printed elsewhere in in this issue) which 
was adopted without dissent. The 
Truman and SF Reform Clubs worked 
with Stonewall on the Plank, but it was 
the hard work of people like Morris 
Right, Gerry Parker II, Howard Fox, Pat 
Rocco and others too numerous to 
mention, that made it a reality. 
Stonewall represents what the gay 
Democratic Clubs must be all about: 
coalition politics, hard work and 
dedication. The Stonewall Club hosted 


a three room Gay Hospitality Suite on 
the fourth floor near my room, and the 
place was filled with heterosexual 
delegates, politicians, and wonderful, 
wonderful Stonewall volunteers work¬ 
ing their butts off, to make it and the gay 
information table in the lobby the 
success it was. The Truman club gave 
some money towards the cost of the 
suites, and I did six hours work at the 
gay information table, which was a real 
experience. I nearly flipped out when 
Gray Davis, the special assistant to 
Governor Jerry Brown not only took a 
gay rights plank, and one of the buttons 
saying, “I Support The Gay Rights 
Plank,” but he put the button on, and 
said he was in favor of it. 

Ditto for U.S. Senatorial candidate 
Tom Hayden, who won the endorse¬ 
ment of the CDC for Senator. 

Senator John Tunney showed up, 
but did not impress anyone, and 
finished with 224 votes out of a possible 
1,100 which is not good. 

The politicans were courting the 
gay caucus like mad. Fred Furth, State 


Senate candidate was there every day, 
campaigning for votes in his bid to beat 
Bob Mendelsohn and unseat Milton 
Marks. A fine man, and a real hard 
worker, a Democrat too! 

Harris got the presidential nomi¬ 
nation, but Jimmy Carter and Mo Udall 
were in there, and their workers 
(including yours truly) were really 
pitching. Bob Ross, Mike Delaney and 
Paul Hardman were delegates to the 
convention, along with myself. It was 
wild and fun and lottsa hard work. 
Elmer Wilhelm, F.E. Mitchell, and Jim 
Chicarella were the delegates from the 
S.F. Reform Democrats.

Chris Perry, Hank Wilson, Larry 
Eppinette, president Bob Cramer, all 
made themselves felt. Hats off to an old 
foe of mine, Duke Smith, the registered 
Democract, who works for the 
Republicans. But he did do the WORR 
which he was supposed to do, a lot 
more, as an official of the CDC. He, 
Betsy Rraft (administrative aide to Adria 
Garabedian) both ran the delegate 
registration super smooth, especially 
when you compared it to the sloppy 
work done by the southern California 
side of the lobby. 

The New Gay Democrats are 
making themselves known. And some 
of the Old Gay Democrats learned that 
“status quo” won’t be the order of the 
day any longer. Jim Foster, who was 
the only gay active in the CDC for 
sometime, had his leadership challen¬ 
ged by some of the members, led by me 
of course. And while he imported Troy 
Perry just for a speech in his behalf, he 
may have won the “battle”, but he lost 
the “war” to keep things the way he 
wants them. Changes were made, and 
he was challenged for the first time, face 
to face, on the floor of a Democratic 
Party (CDC) funtion.

To the Editor: 

I have just finished reading three 
letters to the editor in the 2/19/76 issue 
of B.A.R. Although I’m sure it wasn’t 
intended that way, Melvina’s was the 
funniest, with Dick Gersbach’s running 
a close second. To Cristal I can only say 
“AMEN.” 

Mr. Gersbach’s principal com¬ 
plaints were having to buy “weak- 
over-priced drinks” in a place that could 
not be “remotely considered part of the 
gay business community.” (“Will we 
never learn to avoid these straight 
businesses which still take advantage of 
us.”) He appeared also to be upset that 
Flame had set boundaries of her realm 
and that she would be the only Empress 
recognized within that realm. 

I would like to comment as follows: 

Over two years ago, I wrote a 
column in a Los Angeles paper 
(because the papers in San Francisco 
didn’t want to touch the subject — or so 
I was told) regarding the furor which 
erupted when the title of Emperor of 
San Francisco was registered in one 
individual’s name. The Gay Commun¬ 
ity of San Francisco is aware of what 
happened as a result of that furor. 

At that time the title of Empress 
was not registered to anyone. Nothing 
was done about it for approximately two 
years, until the title of Empress was 
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registered in the name of one indivi¬ 
dual. The TG threatened a lawsuit to 
get ownership of the title transferred to 
them. This was finally accomplished 
without the suit. 

Now the President of the TG is 
beside himself because Flame has 
established the boundaries of her realm. 
I should think that if the TG had (or was 
supposed to have) control of the title, 
they should have set the boundaries a 
long time ago. 

Rather than simply say: “You are 
Wrong — Do something.”, I will say 
that I feel this is wrong, and this is what 
WE should do about it: 

The TG (Tavern Guild) has 
outlived its usefulness. The bars of San 
Francisco are not the only businesses 
which need an organization behind 
them. San Francisco needs a GAY 
BUSINESS ASSOCIATION (or some 
other title as long as “Guild” is not part 
of it) which would represent ALL 
businesses in San Francisco whether 
they be bars, hair styling salons, 
newspapers, graphics houses, florists, 
frame shops, etc. 

I feel we should abolish the TG and 
establish a GBA. Once that has been 
accomplished, transfer title of the 
Empress to a Council of Empresses with 
a Constitution similar to the Office of the 
Emperor (please don’t forget the 
boundaries of the realm). 

Once that has been accomplished, 
we should set about the process of 
Building our own community center 
with all public funds collected to date for 
that purpose. This center would house 
the offices of the GBA and other 
organizations like SIR, MCC, and shop 
or office spaces for Office of the 
Emperor, Council of Empresses, and 
such gay services as B.A.R., and 
Kalendar, one of more graphics houses, 
a silk screening company, a quick¬ 
printing shop, etc., with a snack bar 
(operated by BGA) to serve customers 
and employees of these businesses. 

On the second floor, I would 
suggest a theater of a size suitable for 
coronations, investitures, title contest 
finals and legitimate theater productions 
like “Oz” and “Rusty.” Rental fees for 
the use of the theater would be 

established by the BGA to help defray 
costs of maintaining the building. 

Also on the second floor there 
should be a large meeting room with 
moveable partitions which could be 

used to divide up the room to 

accommodate several meetings at the 
same time. 

As long as the building will be used 
for various gay functions, there should 
be a sufficient number of bars strateg¬ 
ically located throughout the second 
floor. GBA would own the liquor (or 
catering) license outfight and be 

responsible for quality of drinks, prices, 
and service, in return for which they 
would receive all proceeds from the bar 
to help operate the building. 

Two floors of parking in the 
basement (or lower floors) should be 
adequate to handle these facilities. If the 
building were located in an area where 
parking is a problem in general, the 
garage could be operated during peak 
parking periods as a regular business 
venture to bring in still more revenue for 
GBA. 

I honestly feel we have the 
necessary brains and brawn to put this 
plan into effect ourselves without relying 
on any help from the straight com¬ 
munity. Or at least keep that help 
limited to as small an amount as 
possible. I would venture a guess that 
there are enough architests, engineers, 
carpenters, laborers, masons, painters, 
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pipe-fitters, etc. to physically erect this 
structure by ourselves with our own 
hands at the least possible cost. 

What better way could we show 
the general public that we are not just a 
bunch of screaming faggots than with a 
project of this magnitude. 

This letter is not intended to damn 
or defend anyone. It is meant only to 
provide an alternate — an alternate that 
can work — to sitting around bitching 
because nothing is being done. It is also 
a plea for all of us to get off our asses 
and on the ball.

good thing that has resulted thus far is 
he reveals he is having an affair with 
fellow player Mark Mclntire, who “says 
that I’m the First Lady of Gay Theater!” 
The brown eyes relish the description, 
but grow serious again when I question 
why he is doing the play — “Because I 
wanted to get more of a following here 
in San Francisco ... I don’t think 
anyone realizes what nudity is all about. 

I don’t feel the nudity in Rusty is 
necessary at all. It’s much sexier for my 
money to wear undershorts, but I 
wouldn’t be able to work if I don’t do 
nudity.

I’m perfectly 
happy with my body as it is, but it’s not 
terrific. So I’m going to hit the gym, cut 
my hair and change my image to do the 
Nolte role. That’s a fantasy I’m sure will 
happen. My 2nd fantasy — I really want 
to play the part of Jeff in Consenting 
Adults, and third is the nightclub act.” 

From the way the young career of 
Michael Kearns is progressing, his 
fantasies don’t seem unlikely at all for 
complete realization.

Stage: Raisin 

In 1956 Lorraine Hansberry wrote 
A Raisin In The Sun, which quite 
possibly may be the most memorable 
piece of Black Theatre written in the 
20th Century. The play was a beautiful, 
moving story about a black ghetto 
family striving to better themselves via a 
$10,000 bonanza the mother inherits. 
The mother wants to buy a house in a 
decent neighborhood for her family* the 
son wants to open his own business and 
the youngest daughter wants to go on to 
Medical School. It was a simple, honest 
look at black dignity in a turbulant time 
that made more inroads for under- 


into a white neighborhood or a black 
girl striving for a career no longer 
sounds radical; there’s been great 
progress since Miss Hansberry’s play. 
Raisin maintains the 50’s philosophy, 
negating much of its potential relevence 
to today. The score by Judd Woldin 
and Robert Brittan is dismally forget¬ 
table, almost to the point of non¬ 
existence, except when star Virginia 
Capers wraps her magnificent belting 
voice around a lyric, and Miss Capers 
could probably sing the Long Island 
phone book with conviction. Virginia 
Capers is incandescent as the mother, 
deserving of every accolade that can be 
heaped upon her. 

That is also true of her supporting 



Virginia Capers casts a watchful eye on her 
Autris Paige — In "Raisin.'' 
standing than all the clenched fists and 
picket lines in the world. 

The musical version of Hansberry’s 
play retains the beauty and humor of 
the original, thanks to a script by Robert 
Nemiroff and Charlotte Zaltzberg, but 
ultimately, the musical adeptation is 
only a intrusion upon the original. In 
1976, the 50’s bigotry seems obsolete, 
the thought of a black family moving 
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family — Arnetia Walker, Mary Seymour & 

cast — Autris Paige as the son, Mary 
Seymour as his wife Ruth, Darren 
Green as their wily son, and especially 
Arnetia Walker as Beneatha, the sister. 
They all sing and act with superlative 
ease, leading one of the finest casts to 
grace a Broadway musical. Donald 
McKayle has staged some exciting 
choreography, Robert U. Taylor de¬ 
signed an excellent atmospheric set, 
and Margaret Harris conducts the pit 
orchestra with a knowing hand. Un¬ 
fortunately, the newly-opened Orph- 
uem Theatre needed a better balanced 
sound system on opening night; many 
lyrics were lost midway back. 

But for all its many plusses, Raisin 
in is a small show about a black family; 
production numbers, chorus dancers 
and inane songs look exactly like what 
they are, intrusions to try and justify a 
musical rehash of a play that stands 
superbly on its own. Raisin is not bad, 
it’s just that Raisin in the Sun was so 
much better. 

Film: 

Seven Beauties 

Lina Wertmuller’s new film, 
opening March 10th at the Clay 
Theatre, re-establishes her as the 
“director of the 70’s.” Wertmuller’s 
jaundiced view of life enables her to 
slash politically left, right and center 
while unraveling a frequently hilarious, 
ultimately repulsive and always cynical 
tale of an Italian soldier in World War II 
who ends up as a deserter in a German 
concentration camp destined for the 
















































ovens and who fights to save his 
meaningless life at the expense of 
everything we are taught to hold dear. 

Pasquali Seven Beauties (Italian 
slang for “hot stuff”) flashes back to his 
macho Italian male upbrining, saddled 
with seven wart-cheeked sows for sisters 
that he must protect as the male of the 
family. He kills the oldest sister’s pimp, 
chops up the body and ships if off in 
sections to three different cities, is 
caught and pleads insanity and finally, 
volunteers for the war to escape the 
asylum (fully sane and proud of 
upholding his filial obligation!. In the 
camp, he saves himself by making love 
to an obese S.S. bulldyke, and 
ultimately ends up ordering his Italian 
buddies slaughtered by joining the 
Germans. 

It sounds incredibly grim, and it 
ofen is, but there are flashes of brilliant 
comedy, such as the scene chopping up 
the body done in pure Chaplinesque 
tradition by the magnificent Giancarlo 
Giannini as Pasquali. All along the way, 
Wertmuller softens the horror by 
touches of comedic genius, but her 
cynical indictment of the “Man in order” 
— i.e., the non-thinking, blindly 

conventional people who follow any 
strong leadership that offers them the 
path of least resistance — makes Seven 
Beauties a bitter pill to swallow. The 
writer/director opts for a cynical look at 
the power of the individual to survive, 
the barbarian that lurks beneath the 
surface in us all, while bitterly condem¬ 
ning the power structure of leaders who 
believe “Christ was Santa Claus as a 
child!” It’s powerful, it’s ugly it’s 
disturbing, it’s Wertmuller attacking at 
all levels simultaneously, conjuring 
every emoton possible in her cerebral 
attack upon her audience. There is a 
frightening performance by Shirley 
Stoler as the S.S. bulldyke, but it is 
Giannini’s portrayal that ranks among 
one of the great ones ever to be 
remembered. Seven Beauties may 
ultimately repell you, but you’ll be 
fascinated steadily along the way. 

Concert: 

Anna Russell 

After a 12 years absence, Anna 
Russell returned to San Francisco on 
Feb. 21st at the Masonic-Auditorium to 
display once again the consummate 
comedic timing that has made her 
without peer in her field. From her 
opening takeoffs upon national an¬ 
thems of various countries to her razor 
sharp satire of German lieder singers

and women’s club presidents, Miss 
Russell kept a packed house in stitches. 
When she returned in flowing pink 
chiffon for her second half, it was to 


offer a layman’s explanation of Verdi’s 
Nabucco with its intrictae intricate plots, 
subplots and counterplots, present 
accompanist Frank Barthlomew in a 
hilarious virtuoso turn at the piano, and 
close with her lengthy and side-splitting 
analysis of Wagner’s Ring Cycle. While 
Nabucco is still in the formative stage 
and not tight enough yet, her rendition 
of the Ring Cycle is classic and could 
not be improved upon. Anna Russell is 
a truly funny lady; she knows by the 
merest nuance how to evoke laughter 
and her knowledge of classical music 
enables her to be its severest critic. I 
wouldn’t have missed her for the world! 

Film: 

Taxi Driver 

Taxi Driver could well become the 
most controversial film of the year. 
Brilliantly directed by Martin Scorsese 
and with an excellent score by the late 
Bernard Harrman, this powerful film

explores the mind of a psychotic cab 
driver in New york City, an ill-educated 
idealist revolted by the human filth he 
comes in contact with daily. Scorsese 
examines only the most sordid side of 
humanity, a world of hookers, pimps, 
junkies and gangsters. Travis Bickle, 
stunningly portrayed by Robert De Niro, 
eventually finds a symbol of purity in 
Cybill Shepherd, and when he becomes 
ultimately disillusioned by her human 
frailty, he seeks to save a 12 V 2 year old 
hooker, beautifully played by Jodie 
Foster. He sees himself as an avenging 
angel, trying to rescue this child 
prostitute (who is quite satisfied at her 
trade) from herself. 

The film is exquisitely made, every 
performance is topnotch (even Miss 
Shepherd manages to generate a little 
interest), and I find the script and 
premise by Paul Schrader vomitous. 
The final ten minutes, when De Niro 
becomes a one-man army against the 
hoods, is stomach-turning in its un¬ 
relenting gore; a man’s brains are blown 
out onto the wall behind him in vivid 
color, etc. There is no sympathy for this 
demented cab driver, the other 
characters less so (except Foster), and 
Taxi Driver ultimately becomes another 
wallow in the muck and mire of human 
depravity. It’s harsh, it’s ugly, but 
worse, it’s a portrait of a psychotic 
vigilante elevated to hero status. It holds 
much the same appeal as last year’s 
Death Wish but without justification, the 
final scene absolutely morally repellent 
on every level. 

New Yorkers are lined up for 
blocks daily to see this film; they’re 
obviously even more masochistic than 
l thought. 


Stage: Rusty 


Rusty, now playing at the new 444 
Broadway Theatre, is a modern day gay 
play by Douglas Dean that parallels that 
classic melodrama by Dumas Fils, 
Camille. It takes more than a little 
getting used to accept the premise that 
bronzed, bursting-with-health Jack 
Wrangler is slowly wasting away with 
Leukemia (consumption being passe in 
this day and age). But as the play 
unfolds, you begin to realize that this is 
probably the easiest premise in the play 
to adjust to. 

It becomes a lot harder to accept 
that Peter (or Armand), a young college 
student, has worshipped Rusty 
(Wrangler) from afar in class, while 
being exclusively heterosexual, and 
after two five minute encounters with 
Rusty (both times of which Rusty is 
quite rude), Peter decides to sweep all 
before him and turn gay so he can have 
Rusty with nary a backward glance. 
Okay, he’s an impetuous kid, Rusty is 
quite a charmer physically, and while 
there’s no hint Peter has been fighting 
with his closet, it seems probable. So, 
off they go for two sex-filled weeks in 
lyrical Lake Tahoe (as Rusty deserts his 
older college teacher/lover plus steady 
trick on the side). Then, well meaning¬ 
meddling Mother shows up (you’d 
guessed that already). When mother’s 
big excuse to Rusty to give up Peter is 
that someday Peter might possibly 
become a lawyer and decide to run for 
Governor of the State, and the public 
isn’t ready to accept an acknowledged 
homosexual for Governor yet, my 
credulity is strained to the limits. That 
Rusty goes for this excuse makes it 
collapse completely. Peter is all of 22 
and it’s highly doubtful that he’ll make 
Governor (which he has no intention of 
trying for it turns out) before Rusty 















kicks off. And absolutely everybody in 
town seems to know Rusty’s got 
leukemia; it must be the talk of the 
campus. 

What Dean may have intended to 
be a sincere, sentimental love story 
succeeds only in being embarassingly 
mawkish, with Rusty and Peter en¬ 
gaging in sudden bursts of lyrical poetic 
fancy while standing naked at opposite 
sides of the stage, sort of Elizabeth 
Barrett and Robert Browning with balls. 
The play is pretentiously overwritten, 
with virtually no humor for letup, so it 
becomes increasingly fraught, fraugh- 
ter, the fraughtest. And since there are 
no surprises plot-wise (right up to and 
including Peter throwing the money in 
Rusty’s face), you begin to wish for 
those white cells to chew a little faster so 
we can all go home. 

The cast of six try valiantly to make 
this giant cliche sound plausible. Jack 
Wrangler as Rusty is so lowkey noble 
and sincere so montonously you just 
know he’ll leave his body to science 
when he goes, while Michael Kearns in 
the more demanding role of Peter has 
to run a gamut of 6’3” Andy hardy Goes 
Gay to Barbara Stanwyck-in-a-snit and 
repentent. He does have one quite 
nice moment when Rusty leaves him 
and Kearns breaks down completely 
and his final confrontation with Mother 
strikes sparks, thanks to his solid 
underplaying and Kenna Hunt’s ex¬ 
cellent portrayal of the mother. Mark 
Mclntire, as Rusty’s bitchy ex-trick, 
makes his every brief scene an eagerly 
awaited gem, Robert Cowell offers 
sturdy support as the well-meaning 
friend and Dean Goodman, who 
directed atrociously, is adequate as the 
castoff older lover. 

In the hands of six lesser actors, 
this play would be unbearable. As it is, 
it’s just an interminable bore. 


Film: Nureyev’s 
‘Don Quixoite’ 

As a, dancer, Rudolf Nureyev 
possesses such charismatic brilliance 
that we tend to forget his other 
achievements; he is one of the finest 
danseur noble performing today, and 
he seems more and more destined to be 
remembered as the choreographer 
who updated and preserved the great 
ballets. I have always thought Don 
Quixote was a crashing bore as a 
ballet . . . until now. 

Amidst the Spanish pagentry of 
bullfighters, flamenco dancers, gypsies 
and moon-drenched pas de deuxs, 
Nureyev has created the most gorgeous 
and satisfying ballet on film. Utilizing the 
talents of the Australian Ballet 
Company, one of the most exciting new 
companies to emerge in recent years, 
Don Quixote etches the legend of the 
lost dreamer against a passionate 
background filled with romance and 
humor. There are some wonderful 
comedic moments throughout, a stately 
mime performance of Quixote by 
Robert Helpmann, new sets and 
costumes designed for the film partic¬ 
ularly, and excellent photography by 
Geoffrey Unsworth. But it is the saucy 
performance of Lucette Aldous as Kitri/ 
Dulcinea and the superb partnering of 
Nureyev that give the film its most 
shining moment. The entire company 
rise to the occasion with admirable 
virtuosity. Quixote, with Nureyev 
harking back to the original of Marius 
Petipa, has been given an opulent look 
that belies the usual stage production on 
film. 

For dance enthusiasts, Don 
Quixote is a rare visual treat that satisfies 
on all levels. It will be shown at the 
Palace of Fine Arts for three nights only 
— March 5th at 8 pm, March 6th at 7 & 
8, and March 7th at 3 & 7 pm. Go, by 
all means!

Gable & Lombard 

At the risk of being thought terribly 
unsophisticated by my fellow critics, I 
loved Gable and Lombard. It seems to 
be the chic film to pan these days, 
perhaps because they all laughed when 
James Brolin of Marcus We/by fame 


and an unknown named Jill Clayburgh 
were cast to recreate two of films 
immortals. 

Against the glamorous panorama 
of gaudy Hollywood in the late 30’s, 
director Sidney J. Furie has captured 
the essence of two lovers fighting for 
survival against the pseudo-puritanical 
morality of Hollywood’s Golden Era. 
Clark Gable was a Hollywood misfit 
who shunned the spotlight whenever

possible, was married to a woman who 
refused to grant him a divorce, and who 
felt he had to live up to a macho image 
of himself that reduced all the women in 
his life to playthings to be used . . . 
until he met Carole Lombard. Lombard 
was an uninhibited non-conformist who 
loved to shock people with her raunchy 
language and outlandish behavior, a 
woman who competed with men on 
their own level. Lombard was fun and 
froth, Gable was strength and solid 
masculinity. But they both were in¬ 
secure, hiding behind their facades, and 
when they dared to fall in love, both 
risked total annihilation of their boom¬ 
ing careers with the scandal that

married man Gable was living in sin with 
comedienne Lombard. It was the 
Hollywood press (Heda and Louella) 
who eventually took up the cudgels to 
win them respect of the public when 
Lombard revealed all to save “her man” 
from a trumped-up paternity suit. 

The films opens up with Gable 
arriving upon the fatal sight of the plane 
crash that took Garde Lombard’s life, 
and in flashback, their strange love affair 
unravels. The hilarious fights, their 
mutual loathing at first sight, the sneaky 
checking up on each other (Lombard 
disguised as a Civil War soldier during 
filming of Gone with the Wind because 
she didn’t trust Clark with Vivien 
Leigh), their earthy sexual relationship, 
Lombard’s outrageous antics, Louis B. 
Mayer’s “fatheryly” concern and man¬ 
ipulation of Gable’s life, and above all, 
their love that almost wrecked their 
careers. Barry Sandler’s script paints a 
vivid portrait of both characters; the 
guttersnipe Lombard who gave much 
more than she got, and Gable as a 
somewhat unfeeling Bastard who took 
the easiest way out until the final 
showdown, a man very protective of his 
“image”, real or unreal. 

Jill Clayburgh, in the flashier role of 
Lombard, is sensational. She’s funny, 
vulnerable, sexy, coarse and deeply 
feeling, creating a woman anyone 
would have loved to have known. 
James Brolin has the tougher role of 
Clark Gable, a man who never let his 
emotion show and who maintained a 
stronger stamp upon today’s public. 
Almost any actor who got the part 
would be vulnerable to criticism by 
Gable fans. Nonetheless, Brolin gives 
an amazing resemblence, right down to 
the speech pattern and mannerisms, 
and he exudes the same masculine sex 
appeal. Brolin gives a performance of 
great solidity, offsetting the flighty 
charms of Clayburgh, and together, 














































they strike a chemistry that makes 
Gable and Lombard a romantic look at 
two of Hollywood’s most charismatic 
lovers. It may be Hollywood pap, but 
it’s good pap all the way!

Someone reported a prowler and 
he was arrested, held for two days in jail 
and released without charges. 

Joe sued the attorney general and 
the FBI to have his record expunged. 
The court ruled that the FBI could keep 
records of detentions, but must update 
its records. Joe was entitled to have the 
record removed from the “criminal 
files,” to the “information files.” This 
was not very satisfactory for Joe. Few 
people distinguish the difference even 
though he is not in the files of criminals 
who have been “arrested and con¬ 
victed.” His record was not completely 
expunged. 

It is the policy of the FBI to 
disseminate records to authorized agen¬ 
cies, which includes all state and local 
law enforcement agencies. The Depart¬ 
ments of Motor Vehicles, Consumer 
Affairs, Forestry, Fire Marshall, Food 
and Drug, even certain hospital ad¬ 
ministrators, cemetery authorities, and 
wild life protection ^ personnel may 
receive FBI information, even some 
private employers.

“out of effective control.”

There are State and Federal laws 
which protect consumers from er¬ 
roneous or 'misleading credit infor¬ 
mation. State laws require some 
criminal records to be expunged. The 
Supreme Court has held that there is a 
constitutional “right to privacy.” But this 
right has not yet extended to the great 
amount' of government information 
kept of arrests and investigations arising 
from criminal proceedings. 

A Washington' State court ruled 
that the government had no right' to 
keep the fingerprints and photographs 
of a woman arrested for assault when 
the charges where later dismissed. The 
Washington State court ruled that there 
was no compelling state interest in 
keeping the records any more, and that 
the woman had a right to return of the 
arrest record. 

Their great potential for abuse of 
these arrest records is a growing 
concern. It may indeed be “out of 
control.” 

EVERYONE’S 

ENVIRONMENT 

New environmental laws have 
been added to more than half of 
California’s codes. As a result there 
have been many new courses in law 
schools. Special law journals and 
papers in this field have been written. 

There are also many national laws. 
There are more federal laws and 
agencies. This is in addition to many 
other agencies which affect property 
rights. Here are a few of the new 
environmental laws: 

1. The California Environmental 
Quality Act sets standards aimed at 
providing a high quality environment, 
now and in the future. All state agencies 
dealing with public projects must write 
impact reports on any project that may

affect the environment. A private 
building that is supported by grants, 
loans or public assistance is also 
affected. Just getting a license or 
certificate from a public agnecy may 
bring one within the environmental 
rules. 

2. You can’t dump waste in any river, 
lake or waterway. New laws deal with 
certain kinds of water pollution. Laws 
control oil spills, waste discharge, and 
discharge of heat. 

3. There is control of air quality. Auto 
emission is only one part of this. Many 
agencieds control pesticide sprays, 
nuclear radiation, and aircraft noise 
andother noise pollution. 

4. There are also policies that deal 

with space preservation through “open 
space” plans. There are special tax 
benefits to the property owner who 
creates parks and maintains other open 
areas. , ,

5. Special laws create park and 
recreation areas. Public access to rivers 
and beaches and preservation of historic 
sites is encouraged by the government. 
It also provides wildlife and wilderness 
areas for the protection of certain 
animals. 

6. SPecial laws protect. the coast. 
There are six regional commissions, 
also Lake Tahoe Planning Agency, San 
Francisco Bay and other regional land 
use agencies. 

7. There are also agencies that deal 
with forests, power plants and power 
lines. They also handle subdivided 
lands, public housing, redevelopment, 
zoning, health and other environment 
regulations.
